Agricultural Exports. 
The calendar year is closing ''itll 


3very indication that the remarkable 
volume of exports will remain at the 
flood. 
A bulletin from the bureau el 
statistics at Washington is testimony 
to this effect The bulletin deals with 
the exports of domestic breadstuffs, 
meat ami dairy products, food animals, 
cotton and mineral oils for November 
and for the Ii months of the present 
year ended with November. 
I he total 
of these exports for November was 
$105,311,000 against $99,341,000 in 1905, 
and for the l l months $788,257,000 
compared with $703,569,000 last year 
The December returns are not likely 
to show any relative decrease, and the 
entire year is fairly certain to show a 
large advance 
over 
last. 
Several 
features of the bulletin showing com­ 
mand special interest. 
Though there 
was something of a falling o ft' iii this 
class of exports for the month, our : 
“shipments abroad of meat and dairy j 
products and of food cattle mn ere $- 3. 
979,000 in 1906, or more than $20.000,-j 
OOO in excels of these of the same ll j 
months of 1905. 
Legislation by con­ 
gress and the steps taken by the ad- 
ministration in accordance therewith, j 
aiming at safeguarding the purity of 
the output, have increased foreign con­ 
fidence. 
The figures are of value as 
proving that while we sell abroad less 
barley, oats and corn, we are disposing 
in large quantity of what may be 
called the finished products from such 
raw material. 
The 
Americans 
are 
feeding more of the grain to live stock 
and selling more cattle and meat to 
the 
old 
world. 
This is 
really 
an 
economic advantage, as finding a mar­ 
ket for the higher valued product al­ 
ways is. The bulletin accentuates the 
predominance of this country as 
a 
source of food supply, while the com­ 
plete returns are pretty certain to 
prove that it has been a big year for 
exports of manufactures also.

heads the list of mouth-watering pos­ 
sibilities. 
But there are pies and pies, ranging t 
from gutta percha crusts with vapid, 
tasteless interiors, to a delicate, flaky, 
melt-in-your-mouth pie exterior, clasp­ 
ing in tender embrace ambrosia. 
Which are yours? 
Pie makers are born, but they can 
also be made. 
Tfce first requisite is brains, then a 
light, quick touch and judgment in 
seasoning. 
In the evolution of the 
idol pie no great array of implement? 
is required. Glass and marble boards 
are all right, but just as excellent re- 
] suits may he achieved with a fine 
hardwood molding board, a thick can­ 
vas dredged with flour or even a clean, 
smooth £>heet of manila paper spread I 
smoothly on an ordinary kitchen ta­ 
ble. 
So also with the rolling pin. It ; 
is the touch and knack of handling 
' that count—whether the pin be of 
glass, hardwood or a tall, smooth bot­ 
tle. 
For the shortening half butter from 
which the buttermilk has been well 
. worked out, and lard that has been 
i melted and tried out in the old-fash- 
I ioned way, instead of being pressed, 
is considered best, though clarified 


I drippings of beef, chicken, or pork 
can all be utilized. 
In making the plain, every-day crust, 
allow for each pie one cup sifted flour 
(heaped), a scant half-cup shortening, 
a salt spoonful each salt and baking 
powder and cold water to mix stiff. 
Measure lard and butter and set in a 
cold place until hard. 
Mix flour, salt 
and baking powder, then cut in the 
lard. Wet with cold water to a stiff 
d ough, toss on the floured board and 
pat down to about half an inch in 
thickness. 
Roll out. put the butter on the paste j 
in little dabs here and there: dredge 
lightly with flour; roll over and over: 
turn half round: pat 
out 
and roll 
again. 
Then roll over and over like 
a jelly roll and divide in the middle. 
Turn each piece over on end, so that 
the rings of pastry are on top, and if 
there is time set in the ice chest un­ 
til hard and chilled. 
Roll to lit the 
plato with an inch to spare, as paste 
shrinks when taken from the hoard. 
Fold the crust over, lift up quickly 
and lay In the tin. Press down in the 
j center so there need he no air bub­ 
bles. and let the edge of the crust 
come just to the edge of the plate. 


I 
Brush the rim with cold water, and 
lf the pie is a fruit or very juicy com­ 
pound, tho white of an egg brushed 
over the under crust will prevent 
soaking. 
Roll out some of the paste 
i into a strip a good half inch in width 
and place on the edge. 
Add the fill­ 
ing and wet the rim again before put- 
I ting on the upper crust, which should 
bo a little larger than the plate, and 
j have a cut in the center to allow for 
' the escape of steam. 
Press closely 
hut lightly together and push tho two 
1 crusts away from the edge of tho 
j plate, which gives them a chance to 
expand.

the shirt front has been ironed smooth

FOR RAILROADS ADOPTED 


Guthrie, Jan. 22-The maxfmum 2c| 


passenger fare on railroads, exclusive , 
of strest cars and mterurban lint's 
was yesterday adopted by the conven- 
tion as a part of the Oklahoma consti- 
tution. 


An amendment was Joffered by dele* 


gate Ledbetter of Ardmore, and fought 
through to adoption, giving power to 
the Railroad commission to exempt 
from the provisions and operation any 
road which satisfactorily shows it can 
not earn a reasonable income upon the 
money actually invested, if not per- 
mitted to charge more than 2c per mile 
passenger fare. 


This amendment, at least, saves the 


provision from conflict with the four- 
teenth amendment to the Federal Con- 
stitution, and places the ultimate reg- 
ulation of passenger rates up to the 
commission. This was the contention 
of many of the 
delegates, some of 


whom opposed E»ny provision of this 


charatcer in the constitution. 


Delegate Williams of Durant, in de- 


fending the committee report which 
proposed a straight maximun rate of 
2c per mile on all roads of the state, 
proposed to have the provision sub" 
mitted separately with the constitution 
as the question involved was largely 


t legislative. 


He referred to the bill recently intro- 


duced in the Texas legislature by Judge 
Robertson of Austin for 2 1-2 cent per 
mile, and afforded the statement that 
the railroads of Texas were not as a 
whole in the flush condition of those of 
the two territories. The question of a 
reduced passenger fare is now under 
consideration in seven states. 


The sense of the committee wai 


largely in favor of^a total abolition of 
railroad passes and gave evidence of 
supporting the Sequoyah idea as ex- 
pressed in that constitution. 
While 


I the provision was passed without a roll 
call, the vote was almost unanimous.
